"Phnse, of Booont Amoricen History” 
Profeesor John W. Oliver, of tho Uni- 
versity of Pitsburgh, presented a paper 
on “Technology and Now History,” 
and Professor Nelson T. Nsad, of tho 
Cqjlogo of tho City of New York, dls- 
enssed “American Traditions and World 
Realities.’’ Round tahio discussion was 
lead by Profaasor Flagg' Bemis.
